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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-36 is that none of the references cited, 
taken either singly or in combination, teach or disclose a method of removing a filter cake from, 
or gravel packing in, a subterranean formation, as in the claimed combinations, including a step 
of emplacing a weighted-encapsulated breaker in a gravel pack in the subterranean formation, 
which may be adjacent a filter cake, and wherein the weighted encapsulated breaker is 
encapsulated in a coating comprising a polymer material and a filler material having a specific 
gravity of at least about 6.5. For example, Hunt et al (5,604,186) discloses an encapsulated 
breaker for well treatment fluids which may comprise a micron-sized particulate with the 
polymer coating, however, none of the particulate materials set forth, such as silica or titanium 
dioxide, possess a specific gravity of at least about 6.5, as required by the claims.
